of the Unit Trust of India Act, 1963 are published here- 
below for general information : 


THE INCOME UNIT SCHEME, 1982 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 21 of the 
Unit Trust of India Act, 1963 (52 of 1963), the Board of the 
Unit Trust of India hereby makes the following unit scheme : 

I. Short title and commencement :■— 

(1) This scheme shall be called the Income Unit Scheme, 
1982, 

(2) It shall come into force on the 1st May, 1982. 

|3) Units will be on sale only during the months of May 
and June, 1982, 

II. Definitions :— 

In this scheme, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) the "Act" means the Unit Trust of India Act, 1963; 

(b) “acceptance date” with reference to an application 
made by an applicant to the Trust for sale or re¬ 
purchase of units by the Trust means the day on 
which the Trust, after being satisfied that such appli¬ 
cation is in order, accepts the same; 

(c) “number of units to be in issue" means the aggre¬ 
gate of the number of units sold and outstanding; 

(d) “recognised stock exchange” means a stock ex¬ 
change. which is, for the time being, recognised

(e) “Regulations” means Unit Trust of India General 
Regulations, 1964 made under Section 43(1) of the 
Act; 


(m) A unit certificate will be sent by registered 
post with or without acknowledgement uue to 
the address given by the applicant, and the 
Trust will not incur any liabmty , for loss, 
damage, mis-delivery or non-delivery of the 
unit certificate, so sent. 


(f) “unit” means one undivided share of the face value 
of Rupees one hundred in the unit capital; 

(g) all other expressions not defined in the Act shall 
have the respective meanings assigned to them by 
the Act, 

III. Face value of each unit :— 

The face value of each unit shall be one hundred rupees. 

IV. Application for units :— 

(1) Applications for units may be made by the follow¬ 
ing classes of persons : 

(1) one individual or two individuals none of whom 
is a minor; 

(ii) a parent, step-parent or other lawful guardian 
on behalf of a minor. 

(2) An application shall not be made jointly on behalf 
of a min or and another person. Applications in the 
names of two individuals can be either on joint basis 
or either or supervisor basis. 

(3) Applications shall be made in such form as may be 
approved by the Chairman of the Trust. 

(4) Application s hall be for a mutliplc of 10 units sub¬ 
ject to a minim um of 20 units and a maximum of 
tOO units. 

(5) No person shall apply for units under more than one 
application. In case a person makes multiple 
applications, the Trust shall accept only one of the 
applications which is for the highest number of 
units, the rest of the applications being rejected. Two 
or more applications m single and/or joint names 
will be deemed to be multiple applications, if the 
sole and/or first applicant is one and the same per¬ 
son. Further, if any time during the currency of the 
scheme, the Trust comes to know that a person is 
holding more than one unit certificates (originally 
issued in his name) under the scheme, the unit- 
holder will be allowed to hold only one unit certifi¬ 
cate (the one for the highest number of units), and 
the rest of the unit certificates being repurchased 
by it at the face value. No interest will be paid for 
the excess amount/s invested in units. If any divi¬ 
dend has been paid in respect of such units, the 
Trust shall deduct the dividend, so paid to the unit- 
holder from the repurchase value of units. 

(6) (i) The payment for the units applied for by an 

applicant shall be mado by him along with the 
application in cash, cheques, draft or postal 
order. Cheques and drafts should be drawn on 
branches of banks within the city where the 
office at which the application is tendered is 
situated. 

(ii) If the payment is made by cheque, the accept¬ 
ance elate will, subject to such cheque being 
realised, be the date on which the cheque is 
received by the Trust or by a designated 
branches of authorised bank. If payment is 
made by draft or postal order, the acceptance 
date will, subject to such draft or postal order 
being realised, be the date of issue of such draft 
or postal order provided the application is 
received by the Trust or a designated branch: of 
authorised bank within a reasonable time. If the 
amount tendered by way of payment for the 
units applied for is not sufficient to cover the 
amount payable for the units applied for, the 
applicant shall be issued such lower number of 
units as could be issued under the scheme, the 
balance due to him shall be refunded to him 
at his cost in such manner as the Trust may 
deem fit. 


V. Sale of units :— 

The contract for sale of units by the TruBt shall be deemed 
to have been concluded on the acceptance date. On such 
conclusion oi tne contract tor sale, the Trust shall, as soon 
therefore as possible, issue to the applicant one unit certifi¬ 
cate representing the units sold to him. 

Vi. Repurchase of units :— 

(1) The Trust shall not repurchase units before 1st July, 
1984. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-clause (1). the 
Trust may repurchase units on one or two occasions 
at the ruling repurchase price to the extent ot jo Vo 
ot tue original holding or units oi a umtnoider. 
Traction oi a unit shall not be repurchased. 

However, in the event of the death of the unit¬ 
holder, all the units shall be repurchased by the 
Trust at the repurchase price ruling on the date on 
which ail the xormahties in connection with the 
claims have been complied with by the claimants. 

(3) Subject to the provisions of sub-clause (2), the Trust 
shall, on receipt by it of the unit certificate with 
the torm on the reverse thereof duly completed, 
repurchase the units ottered to it for repurchase. 
The certificates so received shall be returned by the 
Trust after making an endorsement thereon showing 
the units repurchased and the balance of units. 

(4) Payment for units repurchased by the Trust shall be 
made as early as possible after the acceptance date 
in such manner as the applicant may indicate in the 
application. No interest shall, on any account, be 
payable on the amount due to the applicant and the 
cost ol remittance (including postage) or of realisa¬ 
tion cf cheque or draft sent by the Trust shall be 
borne by the applicant. 

VII. Restrictions on sale and repurchase of units :— 

Notwithstanding anything contained in any provision of the 
schome, the Trust shall not be under an obligation to re¬ 
purchase units— 

(i) on such days as arc not working days; and

unit certificate shall be valid unless and until it is so signed.

The person who is registered as the holder and in whose 
name a unit certificate has been issued shall be the only per¬ 
son to be recognised by the Trust as the unitholder and as 
having any right, title or interest in or to such unit certificate 
and tne units which it represents; and the Trust may recog¬ 
nise such unit holder as absolute owner thereof and shall not 
be bound by any notice to the contrary or to take notice of 
tuc execution or any trust or, save as herein expressly pro¬ 
vided or as by some court of competent jurisdiction ordered, 
to recognise any trust or equity or other interest allecting the 
line to any unit certificate or the units thereby represented. 

XV. Exchange of unit certificates and procedure when cretifi- 

cate is mutilated, defaced, lost, etc., 

( 1) in case any unit certificate shall be mutilated or 
worn or defaced, the Trust in its discretion, may 
issue to tne person entitled a new unit certificate 
representing the same aggregate number of units as 
tne mutilated or worn or defaced unit certificate. In 
case any unit certificate should be lost, stolen or 
destroyed, the Trust may, in its discretion, issue to 
tne person entitled a new unit ceritficate in lieu 
thereof. No such new unit shall be issued unless the 
applicant shall previously have 

(i) furnished to the Trust evidence satisfactory to 
it of the mutilation, wearing out, defacement, 
loss, theft or destruction of the original unit 
certificate; 

(ii) paid all expenses in connection with the investi¬ 
gation of the facts; 

(iii) (in case mutilation or wearing out or deface¬ 
ment) produced and surrendered to the Trust 
the mutilated or worn out or defaced unit certi¬ 
ficate; and 

(iv) furnished to the Trust such indemnity as it may 
require. 

The Trust shall not incur any liability for issuing 
such certificate in good faith under the provisions ot 
this clause. 

(2) Before issuing any certificate under the provisions of 
this clause, the Trust may require the applicant for 
the unit cretificate to pay a fee of Rupee one per 
unit certificate issued by it together with a sum suffi¬ 
cient in the opinion of the Trust to cover stamp 
duty, if any, or other charges or taxes including 
postal registration charges that may be payable in 
connection with the issue and despatch of such certi¬ 
ficate. 

XVI. Register of unitholders :— 

The following provisions shall have effect with regard to 
the registration of unitholders ; — 

(1) A register of the unitholders shall be kept by the 
Trust at its Head Office and there shall be entered 
in the register : 

(a) the names and addresses of tlft unitholders; 

(b) the distinctive number of the unit certificate and 
the number of units held by every such person; 
and 

(c) the date on which such person became the 
holder of the units standing in his name. 
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Uj (a) If a unit certificate stands registered in the 
names of two persons, such persons shall be 
deemed to hold me unit certificate jointly and a 
discharge by the person first named in the regis¬ 
ter of the unit holders shall, as regards receipt 
ol amounts due in respect of suen units, dis¬ 
charge the Trust in respect of such amounts. 

(b) Where two individuals, none of them being a 
min or, apply for issue of a unit certificate in 
their favour and reqpucst in the application that 
either of them should be permitted to deal with 
the units, the Trust shall record in its books 
suitable entries to take note of such request; 
and when a unit certificate has been issued in 
such circumstances, then either of the holders 
shall be entitled to deal with the units repre¬ 
sented by such certificate, and a discharge by 
cither of such persons shall, as regards receipt 
of amoutns due in respect of such units, dis¬ 
charge the Trust in respect of such amounts. 

Provided that the income distribution declared 
in respect of the units represented by such certi¬ 
ficates shall be paid ot the person first named 
in the register of unitholders. 

(3) Any change of name or address on the part of any 
unitholder shall be notified to the Trust, which, on 
being satisfied of such change and on compliance 
with such formalities as it may require, shali after 
the register accordingly. 

(4) Except when the register is closed in accordance 
with the provisions in that behalf hereinafter con¬ 
tained, the register shall during business hours (sub¬ 
ject to such reasonable restrictions as the Trust may 
impose but so that not less than two hours on each 
business day shall be allowed for inspection) be 
open to inspection by any unitholder without charge. 

(5) The register will be closed at such times and for such 
periods as the Trust may from time to time deter¬ 
mine provided that it shall not be closed for more 
than 30 days in any one year; the Trust shall give 
notice of such closure by advertisement in, such news¬ 
papers as the Board may direct. 

(6) No notice of any trust express, implied or construc¬ 
tive shall be entered on the register in respect of any

XVIT. Receipt by unitholder to discharge Trust :— 

The receipt of the unitholder for any moneys paid to h im 
in respect of the units represented by the certificate shall be 
a good discharge to the Trust 

XVIII. Death or bankruptcy of a unitholder :— 

(1) In chsc of death of either of the' joint holders of a 
unit certificate, the survivor shall be the only person 
recognised by the Trust as having title to or interest 
in the units represented by the unit certificate. 
Provided that nothing herein contained shall effect 
any right which any other person may have as 
against such survivor in respect of the said units. 

(2) In the event of death of a single holder, the nomi¬ 
nee shall be the person recognised by the Trust as 
the person entitled to the amount payable by the 
Trust in respect of units under the Regulations. 

(3) In the absence of a valid nomination by a single 
unitholder, the executor or administrators of the 
deceased unitholder or a holder of succession certifi¬ 
cate issued under Part X of the Ihdian Succession 
Act, 1925 (39 of 1925) shall be the only persons 
who may be recognised by the Trust as having any 
title to the unit 

(4) Any person becoming entitled to a unit in conse¬ 
quence to the death or bankruptcy of a unitholder

Text, degree course or an engineer working in a De¬ 
partment/Industry /Laboratory within the territorial jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Univei sity may I' _■ allowed to join the course on 
having obtained at least 50% marks in B. Sc. Engg./B. Sc. 
lext, and on fulfilment of the conditions laid down in these 
Regulations. He shall register himself for the first semester 
examination he I ore beginning to attend he lectures and ses¬ 
sional work etc. He shall, however, not be allowed to study 
for more than two theory papers in any semester. 
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42. Regulation 1.2 for Doctor of Medicine (M.D.) at page 
370 of the Calendar, Colume II, 1981, shall read as under ‘— 

1.2 The examination shall consist of fiJ a thesis, (ii) four 
theory papers, oral, clinical and practicals and shall be held 
twice a year ordinarily in June/July and DecemberJJanuary 
on such dates as may be fixed by Syndicate. A candidate shall 
select one subject out of the list of Group A or B as given 
in Regulation 4. 

43. Regulation 1.2 for Master of Surgery at page 381 of 
the Calendar, Volume II, 1981, shall read as under:— 

1.2 The examination shall consist of (i) a thesis and (ii) 
four theory papers, oral, clinical and practicals and shall be 
held twice a year ordinarily in June/July and December/ 
January on such dates as may be fixed by Syndicate, A can¬ 
didate shall select one subject out of the list of Group A or B 
as given in Regulation 4. 

44. Regulation 1 for Master of Chirurgcry at page 397 of 
the Calendar, Volume TT, 1981, shall read as under :■— 

1. The examination for the degree of Master of Chirurgery 
shall be held twice a year in the months of June/July and 
Decmeber [January or on such other dates as may be decided 
by the Syndicate. 

45. Regulation 2 for M.Sc. Honours School examination 
(Revised) at page 136 of the Calendar, Volume II, 1981, 
shall read as unefer : — 

2, A person who has passed, one of the following examina¬ 
tions in the concerned subjects may be admitted to the M.Sc. 
Honours School cuorse :— 

(i) B. Sc. Honours School examination of tho Punjab 
University; 

(ii) Pre-M.Sc. examination from the Punjab University; 

(iii) Any other examination recognised by the Syndicate 
as equivalent to (i) above. 

(iv) A person who has been awarded B. Sc. Pass degree 
under Regulation 10.2 of B. Sc. Honours School 
examination (old Regulations), will he admitted 
subject to the approval of the Board of Control. 

46. Regulation 12.1 for M.Sc. Honours School examination 
(Revised) at page 138 of the Calendar, Volume n, 1981, shall 
read as under :— 

12.1. A student will be permitted to the Semester course, 
successively subject to the following conditions :— 

The students are required to obtain 40 percent marks in 
each course of theory & practicals for a pass in that course 
in each semester. 

A student who has failed in a course/s or missed a'oy 
course/s shall be eligible to clear the same in a supplementary 
examination on a date fixed by the Syndicate. 

47. Regulation 18(d) for Honours in B.Com. Course at 
page 269 of the Calendar, Volume II, 1981, shall read as 
under 

18(d) There shall be no internal assessment in the case of 
late college students or the students of the Directorate of Cor¬ 
respondence Courses and the aggregate marks in each subject 
shall be increased proportionately. 

48. Regulations 5, 6, 7.1, 8.1, 8.2 and 10.3 for Ph.D. 
degree in Nursing at pages 431-33 of the Calendar, Volume 
II, 1981, shall read as under :— 

5. Applications for registration as well as approval of title, 
etc. (Regulation 3.4) after scrutiny by the Registrar's office, 
shall be forwarded for consideration to the Board of Post¬ 
graduate Studies ini Nursing. 

6 . The Board of Post-graduate Studies In Nursing shall 
consider each application and recommend whether in their 
opinion— 

(a) and (b) xxx xxx 

7.1 The title of thesis and the supervisor recommended by 
the Board of Post-graduate Studies In Nursing shall be con¬ 
sidered by the Faculty of Medical Sciences which shall have 
power to co-opt any other expert for a particular meeting. 

The decision of the Faculty shall be final. 


8.1 Every candidate shall pursue research work for three 
years from the date of his enrolment. Thereafter, he shall 
submit the thesis by one of the following dates whichever 
fails immediately next to the expiry of three years ; 

First term : July 31 

Second term : October 31 

Third term : January 31 

Fourth term : April 30 

Provided that the Faculty, may, on the recommendation of 
the Board of Post-graduate Studies in Nursing for reasons to 
ba recorded, grant exemption for a period not exceeding one 
year to a candidate who already possesses M.D./M.S. degree 
and to research worker of good standing who has already 
carried out useful recognised work and allow him to submit 
his thesis after two years of enrolment and research or any 
period fixed by the Board but it shall not be less than two 
years from the date of enrolment. 

8.2 A candidate may apply through the Principal/Head 
of college/Department for pennission to modify the title of 
his thesis. The application will be considered by the Board 
of Post-graduate Studies in Nursing and then by the Faculty. 

10,3 In the event of a difference arising between a candi¬ 
date and supervisor, the matter shall in the first instance be 
referred to the Dean, of the Faculty. Tf the Supervisor hap¬ 
pens to bo the Dean, the matter shall be referred to the 
Board of Post-graduate Studies In Nursing, directly, 

When, the matter is referred to the Board, it will take a 
decision itself, after obtaining, if necessary, the advice of an 
expert. The decision of the Board shall be final. 

49. Regulations for Certificate Course in French/German/ 
Russian /Tibetan for persons supplicating for Ph.D. degree in 
the Faculty of Science, shall read as under :— 

1.1 The duration of the courae for certificate in French/ 
German/Russian/Tibetan for persons supplicating for Ph.D. 
Degree in the Faculty of Science shall be 9 months. 

1.2 The examinations shall be held twice a year ordinarily 
in the months of March and November, on such dates as may 
he fixed bv Syndicate. 

1.3 The date of the examination and the last date for re¬ 
ceipt of admission forms without and with late fee of Rs. 5/- 
as fixed by the Syndicate, shall be notified by the Registrar. 

2. A pei'son who is registered for supplicating Ph. D. degree 
at this University in the Faculty of Science shall be eligible 
to join this course. 

3.1 A person who possesses the qualification laid down in 
Regulation 2, and produces the following certificates signed 
by the Chairman Tibetan Head of the Punjab University 
French/German/Russian/Tibetan Department, or by Princi¬ 
pal of the College affiliated for the course, shall be eligible 
to appear in the examination : 

(a) of good character; 

(b) of having been on the roll of the Department/ 
College during the academic year preceding the 
examination; and 

(c) of having attended not less than 66 percent of the 
lectures delivered to the class. 

3.2 A deficiency in the required number of lectures may 
be condoned— 

(i) up to 15 lectures bv the Head of the Department/ 
Principal of the college; 

(ii) up to 25 lectures by the Dean of University Instruc¬ 
tion, on the recommendation of the Chairman/ 
Head of the Department/Principal of the college. 

3.3. A student who, having attended the prescribed number 
of lectures, does not appear at the examination, or having 
appeared, has failed, may be permitted, on the recommenda¬ 
tion of the Chairman Head of the Department/Principal of 
the college, to appear at the examination as a late college 
student, within a period of three years of completing tne 
course. 

4. The examination fee to be paid by a candidate shall f)c 

Rs. 30/-, 
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4.1. TTie examination shall be held in accordance with the 
syllabus approved by Ihe Senate. 

5-2. The medium of examination shall be English, 

6 . The minimum number of marks required to pass the 
examination shall be : — 

(a) 40% in each theory paper and 

(b) 45% in the aggregate. 

7.1. Successful candidates shall be classified ns under : 

(a) Those who obtain fit) percent or more of the aggre¬ 
gate number of marks—First Division. 

(b) Those who obtain 50 percent or more but less than 
60 percent of the aggregate number of marks— 
Second Division. 

(c) Those who oba'n less then 50 per cent of the aggre¬ 
gate number of marks—Third Division. 

7.2. The Registrar shall publish the result of the examina¬ 
tion four weeks after the termination of the examination or 
as soon as possible. 

7.3. Each successful candidate shall be granted a certificate 
showing the division in which he has passed. 

8 . This course is not equivalent to the Certificate Course 
in French/German/Russian/Tibetan of the Punjab University 
and the persons having passed this course for Ph D. students 
shall not be entitled for admission to the Diploma Course in 
French/German/Russian/Tibctan Course. 

50. Regulations for Pre-M.Se. examination, shall read as 
under : — 

1.1. There shall be Pre-M.Sc. degree examination in sub¬ 
jects where University Departments may want to have only 
one type of M.Sc. i.e. M.Sc. Honours School, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Control and the Academic Coun- 

1.2. The duration of the course for the Prc-M Sc. degree 
shall be one year comprising of two semesters. 

1.3. The First semester shall be from luly to December 
and Second semester shall be from January to May. 

2. A person who has passed one of the following exami¬ 
nations shall be eligible to join Pre-M.Sc. course in the subject 
concerned except Physics, Chemistry and Mathematics : — 

Anthropology, Botany, Geology, Microbiology, Statistics and 

Zoology 

(a) B.A./B.Sc. examination in the subject of the Pre- 
M.Sc. course of the Punjab University securing at 
least 50 % marks in the aggregate or any other exa¬ 
mination recognised by the Syndicate as equivalent 
thereto securing at least 50% marks in the aggre¬ 
gate. 

fb) Awarded B.Sc. Pass Degree under the old B.Sc. Hons, 
School regulations by the Syndicate on the recom¬ 
mendation of the Board of Control in the subject of 
M.Sc. course. 

PHYSICS AND CHEMISTRY 

fa) B.Sc. examination of the Panjab University securing 
at least 50 percent marks with Chemistry, Physics 
and Mathematics for Prc-M,Sc. Chemistry and with 
Physics and any two of the following subjects for 
Pre-M.Sc. Physics :— 

Mathematics, iBo-Chemistry, Botany, Chemistry, 
Geology, Statistics and Zoology. 

fb) awarded B.Sc. Pass Degree under the old B.Sc. 
Honours School regulations by the Syndicate on the 
recommendation of the Board of Control in the sub¬ 
ject of B.Sc. course. 

(c) B.Sc. examination with 50 percent marks in aggre¬ 
gate from any other University recognised by the 
Syndicate as equivalent to fa). 

(d) B.Sc. (Hons.) examination of Panjab University or 
of any other University (recognised as equivalent 
thereto) in the subject of Pre-M.Sc. course, 


MATHEMATICS 

(a) B.A/R Sc. with Honours in Mathcm it'cs of the 
Punjab University or from any other University re¬ 
cognised by the Syndicate as equivalent thereto, 

(b) B.A./B.Sc. (Pass) with Mathematics having either to- 
least 50 percent marks in the aggregate or at least 
45 percent marks in Mathematics of the Punjab 
University or from any other University recognised 
by the Syndicate us equivalent thereto. 

3. Every cnnd : datc for Pre-M-Se. examination shall send 
his application, through the Chairman Head of the University 
Department/principal of the College concerned, accompanied, 
by the following certificates :— 

(a) of having good character; 

(b) of having been on the rolls of the University De¬ 
partment/affiliated College for the academic year 
preceding the examination; and 

(c) of having attended not less than fa) 66 percent of 
the full course of lectures delivered to his class in 
each of the prescribed course, and (b) 86 percent 
of the period assigned to each practical prescribed 
in the syllabus. 

4. The Board of Control will have the power to condone 
shortage in addendance of lecturers and practicals to the 
extend of 10 percent lectures delivered in each course of 
theory and practicals. 

5. The last date for receipt of admission form and fee 
with and without late fee of Rs. 5/- as fixed by Syndicate, 
shall be notified to the Chairman/Head of the Department/ 
Principal of affiliated colleges concerned. 

6. The amount of admission fee to be paid by a candidate 
for each semester examination shall be Rs. 60/-, 

7. The medium of examination shall be English. 

8. The syllabus and courses of reading for the Pre-M.Sc. 
course shall be as approved by the Senate from time to time. 

9.1 The total number of ma r ks for each semester exami¬ 
nation shall he as follows : 

First Semester Second Semestre 

500 500 

The exact marks allotted for each course (Theory and Prac¬ 
ticals) will be decided by the Board of Control, keeping in 
view the number of lectures/practicals offered in various 
courses. 

9 2 The number of courses theory and practicals as well 
as the distribution of marks, among theory, practicals, viva 
voce, if any, and field work shall be given in the syllabus, 

10.1 The papers will be set jointly by the internal and 
external examiners (Internal examiner is one who has actually 
taught the course). 

10.2 The answer-books would be examined Independently 
by the internal and external examiners. The average of the 
two awards would be taken as long as the difference 
between the tw'o awards is not more than 10 per cent of the 
maximum marks. In cases, where the difference between the 
two awards is more than 10% the scripts would be sent to 
the third examiner for marking and the average of two 
highest score would be taken as the fine,! awards. 

11. Examinations in various courses will be held at the end 
of each semester, according to the scheme of examinations 
approved by each Board of Central''Academic Council. 

12, A student will be permitted, to the s-mester course 
successively, subject to the following conditions: 

(i) The students are required to obtain 40 percent 
marks in each course of (tb-crv or practicals) for 
a pass in that course in each semester. 

(ii) A student who mav have failed or missed any 
course/s will have one chance to re-»npcar in the 
course Is in a subsequent examination of these 
eour-rs in th ? next year. If he does not clear all 
the courses during the next year examination he; 
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will be considered to have failed. The fee for re¬ 
appearing in a course/s shall be Rs. 25 /- per course 
subject to the maximum admission fee of the 
semester. 

(iii) The examination conducted at the end of each 
semester will be only in those courses, which have 
been offered in that semester. 

(iv) A student having once attended the course, may or 
may not attend the course afresh. 

(v) A student who does not clear all the course within 
one year after completing the attendance require¬ 
ments of the second semester, may he declared to 
have failed. 

13. The successful candidates shall be classified into three 
divisions as under :— 

(a) Frist Division-—Those 

UU 1 i ist Division—Those who obtain 60 percent or more 
of tho aggregate number of marks in the two semester exami¬ 
nations taken together. 

(b) Second Division—Those who obtain 50 percent or 
more but less than 60 percent of the aggregate number of 
marks in the two semester examinations taken together. 

(c) Third Division—Those who obtain 40 percent but 
less than 50 percent of the aggregate number of marks in 
the two semester examinations taken together. 

14. Each successful candidate shall receive a Certificate of 
having passed the examination. 

51. Regulations for Master of Philosophy in the Faculties 
of Arts, Languages, Education, Science and Design & Fine 
Arts at pages 164-67 of the Calendar, Volume II, 1981, have 
been revised to read as under :— 

1. A candidate for the degree of Master of Philosophy in 
the Faculties of Arts, Fanguagcs, Education, Science and De¬ 
sign & Fine Arts should have obtained the Master’s degree 
from the Punjab University or from another University 
examination which has been recognised as equivalent thereto 
by this University in the first or second division (50% marks 
in the subject concerned). For M.Phil. in Gandhtan studies, 
Master's degree in the subjects will he determined by the 
Board of Control. 

2,1. The minimum duration of the course shall be two 
semesters/one academic year, If, however a candidate who 
has passed the first semester examination is unable to com¬ 
plete his course within one year, he shall be permitted to 
complete it within a period of two years of his admission to 
the course. 

2.2 A candidate supplicating for M.Phil. shall pursue 
courses of study and research in a Postgraduate Department 
at Punjab University, Chandigarh/Postgraduatc Department 
of its Region?! Centre if any. He may be allowed by the 
Board of Control to do field work or research at an approved 
centre of research outside Chandigarh, for a period ordinarily 
not exceeding three months, out of the minimum prescribed 
period of one academic 'year. 

2.3 Except in the case of Mathematics and Statistics where 
tile Board erf Control may base their M.Phil. programme of 
study wholly cm course work, in other subjects the M.Phil. 
course may consist of dissertation plus prescribed courses as 
determined by the Board of Control concerned. The total 
credits for the M.Phil. programme of study shall he 24. The 
disciplines where there is a requirement both for dissertation 
and courses at least 25% shall be allocated to the disserta¬ 
tion course work each.. The Board of Control shall prescribe 
the courses and specify the methods of studs/research subject 
to the appioval of JoinI Research Board. The setting of ques- 
inti i papers and evaluation in regard to the courses taken hv 
the candidates shad he done in the first instance by the 
teachers concerned. However, th ■’ Board of examiners, con¬ 
sisting cf one external examiner, Chairman/Head of the 
Department and three members of the Faculty nominated by 
the I icc-Chaneellor shall finalise the question papers . and 
evaluation. Where the Vice-Chancellor considered necessary, 
he may nominate more external/infernal examiners on the 
Bonn! of Examiners. 

3.1 A person who wishes to be enrolled as a candidate for 
M.Phil. programme of studv. shall apply to the Department 
concerned bv the date notified, by the University, on the 
prescribed form. 


3.2/1 candidate for the M.Phil. course shall pay a fee of 
Rs. 25/- per month for one academic year. Candidates who 
are granted extension will not he required to pay any tution 
fee. 

3.3 On being enrolled, a person who holds a Scholarship/ 
Fellowship of Punjab University or University Grants Com¬ 
mission or any other organisation approved by the Syndicate, 
specifically meant for the M. Phil, programme of study, shall 
be exempted from payment of monthly fee. 

4. The title of the dissertation approved by the Board, of 
Control as also the appointment of Supervisor shall be report¬ 
ed to the Joint Research Board. 

5. A candidate may apply to the Board of Control through 
the supervisor for permission to modify the title of his disser¬ 
tation within a period of two months from the dnte of its 
approval. 

6. A candidate who Is unable to complete his dcsserlation 
within two semesters one academic year, may apply through 
the supervisor concerned for grant of extension. Such ex¬ 
tension may be granted by the Board of Control up to a 
maximum ol one year but not more thn six months at a time. 
However, it would not be necessary for the candidate to spend 
the period of extension in the Department. 

Proyided that every application for grant of extension shall 
be accompanied by a lee of Rs. 25 

7.1 On completion of the dissertation, the candidate shall 
submit three printed/typewriltcn copies of his dissertation, 
along with the summary and a fee of Rs. 60/- in Arts and 
Rs. 70/- in Science. 

7.2 The amount of admission fee to be paid by a candidate 
shall be— 

<i) Rs. 60 per semester for candidates offering theory 
papers only. 

(ii) Rs. 70/- per semester for candidates offering both 
the theory papers and dissertation. 

8. A candidate shall be permitted to submit his disserta¬ 
tion for the M. Phi), degree if his Supervisor certifies that 
dissertation persented is worthy of cemsideration for the 
award of M. Phil!, degree, if a candidate fails to qualify 
in the prescribed course/courses hut obtains pass marks in 
the dissertation, the marks obtained in the dissertation shall 
be carried forward, if the candidate so desires, without fresh 
assessment of the dissertation. 

9. A candidate may incorporate in his dissertation the con¬ 
tents of any work which may have been published by him 
on the subject and shall inform the Supervisor, if he has 
done so. But he shall not submit his dissertation or uny 
work for which a degree has already been conferred on him 
or any other person by this or any other University. 

10. A candidate for the M. Phil, degree shall be free to 
publish his work after the declaration of the result. 

11. The dissertation shall evaluated by two examiners (i) 
external examiner to be appoipted by the Vice-Chancellor 
on the recommendation of the Board of Control and (ill 
the Supervisor concerned. The external examiner shall 
state in his Tcport— 

(a) Whether the dissertation be (i) accepted (ii) resub¬ 
mitted after revision (iii) rejected. 

(b) In case there is a difference of opinion between the 
two examiners in regard to the acceptance of the 
dissertation, ihe Vice-Chancellor may refer th© dis¬ 
sertation to another examiner to be appointed by 
him, whose decision shall he final. 

12. In case a dissertation is accepted by both the examiners 
(external and Supervisor) the candidate shall have to defend 
It before a Board of Examiners, consisting of ( i) external 
examiners (who evaluated his dissertation) (ii) Chairman/ 
Head of the Department, (iii) Supervisor concerned. In 
ease the external examiner is unable to conduct the viva voce 
examination, the appointment of a substitute will he made 
by the Vice-Chancellor on the recommendation of the Chair¬ 
man/Head of the Department. The Board of Examiners 
shall finalise the assessment of the dissertation in terms of 
numerical marks. It shall also submit a general report on 
(he dissertation. 

In case a candidate is required to revise his dissertation 
he shall submit it within a period of six months from the 
date the decision is intimated to him. 
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13. The minimum number of marks required to pass the 
examination shall be— 

(a) 45 per cent in each paper; 

(b) 50 per cent in the aggregate, 

14. Successful candidates shall be classified as under :—- 

(a) Those who obtain 70% or more of the aggregate 
number of marks .First Division with Distinc¬ 

tion. 

tb) Those who obtain 60'% or more of the aggregate 

number of marks but less than 70% . First 

Division. 

<c) Those who obtain less than 60% of the aggregate 
number of marks .Second Division. 

15. A candidate who has failed in the examination or hav¬ 
ing completed the courses has failed to appear in the exami¬ 
nation, may be allowed to appear at the semester examina¬ 
tion without attending a fresh course of lectures. For this 
purpose, he may be given two consecutive chances. 

Provided that he clears the course / courses within a period 
of 2 years from the date of commencement of theM. Phil, 
course. 

16. Subject to the provision of these Regulations and Rules 
the Registrar shall publish the result on the receipt of the 
decision of the Board of Examiners. 

17. The period spent by a candidate who has been awarded 
M.Phil. degree or a M.Phil. candidate who has been found 
suitable for enrolment for Ph.D. degree by the Board of 
Control may be allowed by the Joint Research Board to be 
counted towrads the minimum period for Ph.D. research. 
Such candidates will also be eligible for proportionates 
exemption in regard to the minimum residence of 30/36 
weeks as provided in Ph.D. Regulations. 

52. Regulations for Doctor of Philosophy in the Faculty of 
Business Management & Commerce at pages 296-302 of the 
Calendar, Volume If, 1981, have been revised to rend as 
under :— 

1.1 The enrolment to the Doctor of Philosophy ill the: 
Faculty of Business Management & Commerce shall he open 
to a candidate who has obtained Master's degree with not 
less than 50 per rent marks in the aggregate, from Panjah 
University or font anvr other University (approved bv the 
Academic Council) in any one of the following subjects ;— 

(i) Commerce or Management. 

OR 

(iij Economics, Mathematics, Statistics, Sociology, Psy¬ 
chology, Public Administration, Operations Research, 
Social Work, Engineering and Laws, 

OR 

(iii) Any suhjict other than those mentioned in (i) & 
III) above Ptovided that the candidate has either 
not less than 5 ycais' work experience at the 
managerial (Including administrative service) level 
or is a member of the f aculty in the Department 
of Commerce A Business Management, Panjab 
University with not less than 5 years' experience of 
teaching postgraduate classes. 

Provided further that candidates with qualifications 
mentioned In (ii) & (iii) above shall be eligible for 
enrolment only If the area of research relates to the 
Faculty of Business Management and Commerce. 

1.2 The following categories of candidates, who are 
graduates and have either a minimum 5 years’ standing In 
the profession (practice or service) or 5 years’ experience of 
teaching postgraduate classes, shall also be eligible for enrol¬ 
ment : 

(a) A member (Associate or Fellow) of the Institute of 
Chart ered Accountants of India. 

(b) A member (Associate or Fellow) of the Institute 
of the Costs & Works Accountants of India. 


(c) A member (Associate or Fellow) of the Institute of 
Company (Secretaries of India. 

2.1 Application for enrolment for for the degree of Doctor 
of Philosophy shall be considered by a Research Board in 
Business Managemet and Commerce (hereinafter referred to 
as Research Board) which shall consist of—- 

(i) Dean, Faculty of Business Management and Com¬ 
merce.Convenor, ex-offlcio; 

(ii) Chairman, Department of Business Management and 
Commerce Panjab University (hereinafter referred 
to as the Department); 

(iii) Professors in the Department. 

(iv) One Reader by rotation in the Department. 

(v) Two members nominated by the Vice-Chancellor. 

The term of the office of the Board shall be two years, 

2.2 The functions of the Research Board shall be — 

(i) to enrol candidates for the Ph.D. course; 

(ii) to prescribe course work; 

(iii) to recommend to the Faculty of Business Manage¬ 
ment & Commerce the subject of thesis and the 
appointment of supervisor/joint supervisors; 

(iv) to grant exemption or extension, us the case may 
be (In accordance with Regulation 4.1); 

(v) to recommend recognition of unproved centres; 

(vi) to recommend examiners for oral examination as 
required under Regulation 8.1 and for the thesis. 

3.1 A person who wishes to he accepted as a candidate for 
Ph.D. research shall, before starting research work, apply to 
the Research Board through the Chairman of the Commerce 
and Business Management Department on the prescribed form 
of enrolment, with a fee of Rs. 50/- (not refundable). 

3.2 On being enrolled, every candidate shall pay a fee of 
Rs. 25 per mensem to the university. A person who is 
awarded a research scholarship by the University or bv the 
University Grants Commission or by any other such body or 
is n teacher in the University Department or a College affiliat¬ 
ed to this University may, however, be exempted fiom this 
fee. 

3.3 Before enrolling a candidate for the doctoral course the 
Research Board shall satisfy itself, after scrutiny, which may 
include a written tests and /or a viva-voce examination that 
the applicant has necessary aptitude, qualifications and calibie 
for research. 

4.1. The duration of Ph.D. course shall be three academic 
years. 

Provided that the Research Board may, on the recom¬ 
mendation of the supervisor, for reasons to be recorded, ac¬ 
cord exemption for a period not exceeding one year and 
allow a candidate to submit his thesis after two ycais of en¬ 
rolment and research. 

Provided that extension may he granted, to a candidate 
who Is unable to complete bis research work and thesis with¬ 
in the prescribed period of 3 years, by the Research Board 
up to a maximum of two years (one year at a time) on the 
recommendation of and for reason to he recorded by the 
supervisor. 

Every application for grant of extension shall be accom¬ 
panied by a fee of Rs. 25. 

4.2. A candidate enrolled for Ph.D. shall pursue his re¬ 
search work in the Department of Commerce and Business 
Management. 

Provided that the Research Board may permit a candidate, 
after alloration of the subject of thesis and the appointment 
of supervisor to pursue his research work at an approved 
centre. If the supervisor is not satisfied with the. progress 
of a candidate who is permitted to continue his research work 
at an approved centre, the supervisor may require the can¬ 
didate to continue further work in the Department. 

4.3. A candidate who has cleared the course work and the 
comprehensive oral examination may be permitted to go to 
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another country for a part of his research work. But he 
shall be required to stay at the Department on his return 
for a minimum pniod of 6 months before he is permitted to 
submit his thesis. 

4.4. The admissions to the Ph.D. course shall ordinarily 
be completed by July 34 each year and the prescribed course 
work shall commence with effect from August 1. The Re¬ 
search Board may, however, for reasons to be lccorded, post¬ 
pone admissions and/or the commencement of the course 
work. 

5. The Ph.D. Programme shall consist of prescribed cour¬ 
ses and a thesis. For candidates who are admitted under 
Regulations l.l(i) and (ii) above, the course work will be 
spread over two semsters, For others, the duration of the 
prescribed course work shall be three semesters. 

The courses shall be prescribed by the Research Board. 
The Research Board shall also specify the areas for Ph.D. 
research and every candidate shall be required the time of 
enrolment to indicate area of his research and he shall work 
only in the specified area. 

However, Ph.D. candidates who arc whole-time members 
of the Faculty of the Department may seek exemption from 
attending classes in one or more courses. The Research 
Board, after proper scrutiny of the candidates’ earlier work 
and experience, may grant such exemption but they will be 
required to comply with other requirements of the course 
(test, examination etc.) and take a comprehensive oral exa¬ 
mination in their area of specialization. 

6. After satisfactory compliance of the presciibcd course 
requirement, ever candidate shall take a comprehensive oral 
examination in his area of specialization. He shall there¬ 
after be registered for J’h. D. work for which he shall fur¬ 
ther synopsis and bibiliogrnphy of the proposed thesis along- 
with the title which may however be modified later to the 
extent it docs not run Counter to the broad contents of the 
thesis proposed. The subject of thesis shall be allocated to 
the candidate and a supervisor shall be appointed. 

7.1. There shall lx- 100 per cent internal assessment in 
Ihc course work. The satisfactory compliance of the course 
work shall mean a minimum of 50 per cent marks in each 
course. 

7.2, If a candidate is unable lo qualify in the course work, 
he may he given two more consecutive chances within a 
period of one year lo comply with the course requirement 
and the additional work assignment shall be determined by 
the faculty member concerned. Tf be still does not qualify, 
his enrolment shall be cancelled. 

8.1. The comprehensive oral examination shall be con¬ 
ducted by the Chairman and the three other members of the 
faculty nominated by the Research Board in (he candidate’s 
area of specialization. 

8.2. The minimum requirement for qualifying in the com¬ 
prehensive oral examination shall be 50 per cent marks. 

8.3. If a candidate fails to qualify in the comprehensive 
oral examination in (he first attempt, he shall be given two 
more chances, at an interval of not less than 3 months each. 
If he still does not qualify, his enrolment shall be cancelled, 

9. Every candidate shall report in writing at the end of 
every, six months from the date of allotment of the thesis 
subject to the supervisor the work done by him during the 
six months. The supervisor will take such action on this 
report as he considers suitable depending on the nature of 
the report and other circumstances of the case. 

19.1, It shall be one of the duties of the supervisor to sub¬ 
mit to the Research Board a brief report on the candidate's 
research work twice a year viz., Tanuary and July. 

10.2 Tf a supervisor gives unsatisfactory report on the 
work of a candidate, the position will be considered by the 
Research Board in order to decide whether the candidate 
should be allowed to continue his research for the Ph.D. 
degree. 

10.3 In the event of a difference arising between a candi¬ 
date and a supervisor, a reference shall be made to the 


Dean of Faculty of Business Management & Commerce who 
may decide the dispute himself or refer it to some other 
competent person, 

11.1 Immediately after completion of the period of 
registration, a candidate shall submit along with his appli¬ 
cation for Ph.D. degree four copies of his thesis along with 
its summary neatly printed Or type-written or published in 
his own name accompanied by a fee of Rs. 300 and a certi¬ 
ficate (as may he prescribed by the Syndicate) from bis 
supervisor and countersigned by the Head of the Deptt. of 
his having completed his research indicating the period for 
which the candidate has done research work and whether 
the thesis is worthy of consideration for the award of Ph.D. 
degree. 

11.2 Along with the thesis, a candidate shall furnish, 
for approval of the examiners, a brief abstract of the thesis 
giving an account of the investigation/ressearcb conducted 
and its main findings which will not exceed 2,000 words. 

11.3 A declaration in waiting shall be submitted by the 
candidate through the supervisor countersigned by the Chair¬ 
man of the department to the effect that— 

1. He has not submitted the thesis to any other Uni¬ 
versity; 

or 

the thesis has been submitted to other University 
as well but that thesis is not substantially the same as 
now' being submitted to this University; and 

2. The thesis submitted by the candidate is the work 
of his own and is not on the basis of which the Ph.D. 
degree has already been awarded by any University. 

11.4 The thesis shall comply with the following condi¬ 
tions ; 

(i) the greater portion of the work submitted there¬ 
in must have been done subsequent to his passing 
the qualifying examination; and 

(ii) Ihc work must contain some material contribution 
to knowledge and afford evidence of originality 
shown by the discovery of new facts, or by the 
exercise of independence and critical power- 

12. If a candidate fails to submit his thesis within the 
prescribed period including the extensions granted, his en¬ 
rolment shall be cancelled, however, delays up to 3 months 
in the submission of the thesis beyond the prescribed/extend¬ 
ed period may be condoned by the Dean, Faculty of Busi¬ 
ness Management and Commerce. 

J3. Mo conjoint research with the supervisor shall be 
permitted in regard to the subject-matter of the thesis. Tho 
thesis must consist of candidate’s own work which must be 
his personal achievement, provided, however, that a candi¬ 
date may submit, as subsidiary matter in support of his thesis 
any printed contribution for the advancement of his sub¬ 
ject which may be published independently or conjointly. 
Where such subsidiary matter is submitted, a candidate shall 
indicate specifically his personal contribution to such con¬ 
joint work duly attested by the superviser. 

14. Every candidate shall give an undertaking that he 
will not publish his thesis without the previous permission 
of the Syndicate. If this permission is granted, the candi¬ 
date shall acknowledge in the publication that the thesis 
as published was submitted partly or wholly to the Univer¬ 
sity for the Ph.D. degree and shall also supply to the Regis¬ 
trar three copies of the published thesis; one copy to be 
placed in the University department concerned and two copies 
in the University Library. The candidate will also funish the 
University with copies of reviews of his publication which, 
olona with the book shall be brought to the notice of the 
Svndicate. 

15.1. The thesis shall be referred to three examiners 
appointed by the Svndicate on the recommendation of the 
Research Board in Business Mans cement and Commerce and 
the Vice-Chancellor. The examiners may recommend— 
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that the thesis be accepted for the award of Ph.D. degree; 
or 

that the thesis be rejected; 

or 

that the thesis be allowed to be resubmitted with improve¬ 
ment and for this purpose may make such suggestions as 
they may deem fit. Provided that the candidate shall 
ordinarily resubmit the revised thesis after six months un¬ 
less he is permitted to re-submit earlier in pursuance of the 
suggestions made by the examiners. 

15.2 If at least two out of three examiners agree that the 
thesis be accepted for the award of Ph.D. degree, the candi¬ 
date shall be called for viva voce examination. 

15.3 in case only one examiner recommends the acceptance 
ef the thesis and one or both the remaining examiners recom¬ 
mend the revision of the thesis, the thesis shall be revised. 

16. Viva voce shall be held in accordance with the rules 
precribed in this behalf by the Syndicate, before a final 
decision on the thesis. The examiners must send along with 
their reports questions for use by the Board of examiners 
conducting the oral examination. Such a Board shall consist 
of la) Chairman of the Department; lb) Supervisor/super- 
visors (in case of jont. supervision); and (c) an external 
examiner lo be appointed by the Vice-Chanccl lor /Syndicate. 

17. The examiners shall indicate in their report whether :— 

the thesis is fit for publication by the candidate in its 
original or modified form. In the latter case, they may 
make definite suggestions for improvement; 

or 

the thesis is of such an outstanding merit that the Univer¬ 
sity should undertake its publication at its own cost, 

18. A thesis shall be resubmitted, if so recommended by 
the examiners, only once, and it shall be examined by the 
examiner/s who assessed the original thesis and did not 
originally recommends it for the award of the degree unless 
both or any of them are unable or unwilling to do so. 

19. A revised thesis must he resubmitted by the candidate 
not earlier than six months but within one year from the date 


of intimation of the decision of the University to him. The 
revised thesis shall reach the University accompanied by hilf 
the amount of fee prescribed in Regulation 11.1 on one of 
the following dates whichever falls immediately next to the 
expji-y of the time allowed herein : 

First term .. July 31 

Second term ., October 31 

Third term . . January 15 

20. The reports of both the examiners on the thesis as well 
as of the other examiners for the viva-voca shall be consider¬ 
ed by the Syndicate. The Syndicate may decide, 

(j) whether the degree be awarded to the candidate; 

(ii) whether the thesis is fit for publication by the candi¬ 
date in its original form or in any modified form; 

(iii) whether the thesis is of such outstanding merit that 
the University would be justified in publishing it 
at its own cost; 

(iv) whether the thesis be rejected; and 

(v) whether the candidate be allowed to. resubmit the 
thesis after revision. 

21. The- Registrar shall notiiy the result in accordance with 
the decision of the Syndicate. 

22. A person already registered for the P1I.D. degree, be¬ 
fore these regulations come into force, shall, if he io desires 
to continue to be governed by the regulations which were in 
force at the time of registration. The thesis will be entertain¬ 
ed under old regulations only if this option has been exercis¬ 
ed, earlier.
